Arms Aid Bill 
Into a Law 


Washington, Oct. G —(#>)—Presi- 


dent Truman today signed the $1,- 
314,010,000 arms aid bill, calling it 
''a notable contribution to the col- 
ective security of the free nations 
of the world." 


The legislation authorizes Amer- 


can arms for 14 countries in West- 
ern Europe, the Midldle East and 
Far 
Pacific to help them resist 


communism. 


In a statement at

Truman said: 
"This act is necessary only be-

of 
500,000 striking 


steelworkers were j o i n e d 
last 
night by 1,500 at the Atlantic Steel 
company in Atlanta and 2,800 
at 


the Riverdale plant of the Acme 
Steel company near Chicago. 


Atlantic is a basic steel 
plant 


which also does some manufactur- 
ing while Acme's Riverdale plant 
is primarily a fabricator. 


Despite 
t h e s e 
developments 


there are no signs of 
an 
early 
peace in the doublt-barreled steel- 
coal walkout. 


Sporadic 
violence 
marks 
the 
coal strike. A few thousand non- 
union miners continue digging with 
protection of heavily armed guards 
and police. 


Kaiser steel's acceptance of con- 
tract demands was announced last 
night by Murray, president of the 
steelworkers. 


Kaiser did what Big Steel 
re- 


fuses to do. It signed an agree- 
ment to give four cents per man- 
hour for insurance and six cents 
an hour for pensions 
paid com- 


pletely by the company. The plan 
is retroactive to Oct. 1. 
Thirty- 


five hundred employes at its Fon- 
tana, Calif., 
ant 
will 
benefit. 


Their contract was due to expire 
October 15. 


The Kaiser 
agreement, 
which 


follows the exact recommendations 
o£ the presidential

finding 
board, is the first reached 
since 


the strike began. And the 
West 
coast firm is the second basis steel 
producer to acceded to the union's 
demands.

Be Careful 
in Handling 
Laying Hens 


Early hatched pullets in Hemp 


stead county poultry flocks 
will 


soon be ready to go into the laying 
house. Home Demonstration Agent 
Lorraine Blackwood advises that 
each bird be handled individually 
and only the top quality birds hous- 
ed. 


Many persons take the mistaken 


attitude of. "Well, she won't lay 
long; but she will lay a few eggs, 
so I'll put her in extna." This type 
of bird is seldom profitable to 
keep, especially if permitted 
to 


run with her more vigorous sisters. 
It is a better practice to cull the 
hen. If in marketable condition, put 
her on the market; if not kill and 
bury or burn her.

Old age assistance — E v e r y 
state has a program for making 
cash payments lo people over 
05 


who live at homo and are in need. 
(This is not to be confused with 
'he old age 
insurance program 
which is the government's pension 
plan for workers who retire at G5 
after paying a tax regularly into 
the social security fund.) 


Under the present law the gov- 
ernment gives 
slates 
and 
local 
governments money to add lo the 
money which they give needy oid 
people. The government now 
is 


footing about 55 per cent of Ihc 
bill at a cost of about $800,000,000 
a year. If the bill became iaw, the 
cost of the government would go 
up about another $75,000,000. 
Now the average payment to the 
needy aged across the country — 
this 
includes 
combined 
federal- 
state payments — is S44, ranging 
from a low of $18.80 in Mississippi 
to a high of $70.03 in California. 
The bill would increase the gov- 


jrnmenl's help to the states, rang- 
ing from a top of $5 more per per- 
son in the poorest states lo S!.:T> 
or less in the richest ones. Every 
state would get something. 


The needy blind — . The federal 


government and the stales— except i 
Missouri, Pennsylvania 
and 
Ne- • 
vada which have their own pro- | 
gram— chip in to help needy blind 
people. About 70,000 needy blind 
people are receiving this help. The 
combined a v e r a g e payment to 
them is $4G, ranging from a low 
of $22.16 in Kentucky to a hich of 
$82.50 in California. 


The federal contribution in this 
program is aboul 45 per cent — or 
$16,500,000 a year— with the slates 
and local governments putting up 
the other 55 per cent. 


Under the bill federal help would 


be increased about $1,900,000. This 
would be under the same plan— a 
top of: $5 and then down —as ex- 
plained for the old age assistance 
program. 


Aid lo dependent children. — All ; 
states, except Nevada, have plans 
in which the states 
and 
federal 


government give money for help- 
ing dependent 
children. 
They're 


children who — with one or both 
parents dead, or disabled, or sepa- 
rated—are living with one parent 
or a relative. 


The combined government- state 
payments to families for such de- 
pendent children average 
$72.73, 
with aboul three children per fami- 
y.The range of payments is from 
>26.53 in Mississippi to a high of 
5135 in the state of Washington. 


The government contribution to 
this, program is about 42 per cent 
—or around $200,000,000 a year — 
with the states and local govern- 
ments pulling up the remaining 58 
3er cent. If the bill became law, 
the cost to the government would 
go up another $100,000,000. 
Child welfare services — . Every 


state has a program for child care, 
iuch as protecting those in danger 
of becoming delinquents. The gov- 
ernment contriburcs $3,500,000 
to 


this. The bill would double Ihis, 
making Ihc lotal cost to the gov- 
ernment $7,000,000. 


The present programs 
outlined 
here cost the government around 
$1,020,000,000. The 
changes pro- 


posed under the bill — including 
the new program for the disabled 


would bring the total cost to the 
government to $1,968,900,000. 


The house has passed the bill 
but the senate probably won't act 
.mtil next year, if then, so there'll 
be no changes before 1950.
